The prior arts of record do not teach a system for providing out-of-notification of 
service changes comprising a cluster framework which comprising: an application layer, a 
data instance, a monitor and a notification nnechanism for generating an up and a down 
service notification from the cluster framework. And, the application layer comprising at 
least one of applications and middleware for supporting the applications. Moreover, the 
prior art of record do not teach a system for detecting a failure of a first process and the 
monitoring mechanism that causes an out-of-band message to be sent to the second 
process that includes the operation of establishing a first connection between an 
application server and a database instance. 

The examiner considers the applicants' claims 1-44 to be allowable based on the 
claim interpretation and the aforesaid prior arts of record.
